The ceremony was held in the 
ornately - decorated conference 
room of the old State Department 
building, across the street from 
the White House. 

Wounded Brother Present. 

Attending it on a stretcher was 
Sgt. Christopher Henry, brother 
of First Lt. Frederick F. Henry; 
who is missing in action and 
whose wife received the medal 
from Truman. 

Sgt. Henry is himself a casual- 
ty of the Korean war. He was hit 


three times in the right leg by

Proposes Bill Fixing Limit 
on Deviation in Popu- 
lation From 350,000 
Normal. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP)— 
President Truman sent to Congress 
today proposed legislation setting 
up standards for the states to fol- 
low in revising congressional dis- 
tricts to conform with population 
shifts reported in the 1950 cen- 

sus. 

In a message, he also asked 
that “proper redistricting be done 
promptly” and completed not 
later than the spring of 1952 “so 
that the congressional elections of 
that year may give fair representa- | F 
tion to all citizens of our coun- 


Truman made his proposal in 
submitting the 1950 census report 
putting the population of the Unit- 
ed Sttaes at 150,697,361. 

He said seven states would gain 
14 seats in the House under a re- 
apportionment in line with the 
shift in populations, and that nine 
states would lost 14 seats. Mis- 
souri will lose two. 

“It seems to be desirable,” he 
said, “that the Congress at this 
time should give its attention to 
this important problem and en- 
act legislation, supplemental to 
the permanent legislation on this 
subject, which would provide the 
states with standards for estab- 
lishing congressional districts and 
indicate the congressional inter- 
est in compliance with such 
standards.” 

. He suggested that such legisla- 
on: 

1. Reaffirm the basic policy 
of the Government to have sin- 
gle-member districts (meaning 
no representatives- at- large). 

2. Repeat the old and accep- 
ted standard that 2 
districts be composed of con- 
tiguous and compact territory 
and contain as nearly as prac- 
ticable the same number of in- 
dividuals, 

3. Consider establishing lim- 
its for permitted deviations in 
population between districts. 

The President said that from 
1842 through 1911 apportionment 
laws required each state having 
more than one representative to 
divide itself into single member 
districts, thus holding down the 
number of congressmen-at-large. 
He said this requirement is not 


included in existing law.

HONG KONG, Jan. 9 (AP)— 
The United States consulate gen- 
eral said today it would warn all 
American citizens in this British 
crown colony tomorrow to evacu- 
ate their dependents because of 
“deterioration of the situation in 
the Far East.” 


Consul General Walter p. ‘Me- 
Conaukhy told correspondents at 
a special press conference 
the warning is more or less pre- 
eautionary” and that no actual 
emergency is seen in the ‘offing. 


The crown colony borders on Red 
China. 

McConaughy issued advance 
copies of the warning at the press 
conference and requested that it 
be given full publicity. Dated Jan. 
10 and titled “Circular Notice to 
American Citizens,” it warned 
them to take note of the deterio- 
ration of the situation in the Far 
East and the possibility. that a fur- 
ther deterioration would interfere 
with regular commercial shipping 
and air services to Hong Kong.” 

The circular urged that Amer- 
icans “seriously consider the ad- 
visability of evacuating depend- 
ents and effects at this time, while 
normal transportation facilities 
are freely available.” 

Five American companies an- 
nounced last week they were tak- 
ing steps to remove dependents 
of their personnel in Hong Kong 
—an island and à neighboring 
narrow strip of land adjoining 
Communist China.

All had empty 
stares of despair and heartbreak. 

Through an interpreter, a 
spokesman for the group said they 
had received a ration of rice the 
day before but still were hungry. 
They looked it. 

Build Own Shacks. 

Along the streets, thousands of 
the refugees have built their own 
little shacks close against the 
sides of buildings or walls. Some 
of these are made from wood, ob- 
tained from cases marked “US 
Army C Ration.” 

Not all the refugees, however, 
are in such dire circumstances. 
Many who brought a little money 
with them are able to buy rice 
and vegetables. Others have 
movéd in with friends or relatives 
living in Pusan. 

At another and larger camp on 


the former site of the city’s cat- 
tle quarantine and breeding sta- 
tion, about 3500 refugees have 


been given shelter pending re- 
moval to other accommodations. 
Some of these are living in 
large straw tents holding 150 per- 
sons each. Others eat, sleep and 
live in quarters formerly otcupied 
by cattle. The smell is horrible. 
One Meal in Three Days. 
At this camp there is a limited 
water supply but no latrine. One 
group of 76 men who came down 
three days ago from Inchon, where

Nearly 200,000 refugees al- 
ready have been moved to an 
island off the Korean coast, 
where they are fed and given 
shelter and medical attention. 
Braatz. said more will be sent 
there as rapidly as arrangements 
are made. 

Commenting on the magnitude 
of the problem, Braatz said, “We 
feel we can lick this thing, but it 
will take time.” 

Teams of civilian doctors and 
social workers were visiting the 
emergency camps in Pusan. Thou- 
sands who have been evacuated 
were dusted with DDT disinfec- 
tant. 

Martial law was declared in 
Pusan shortly before Christmas, 
but authorities are having diffi- 
culty herding all the refugees 
into camps. There are too many 
of them. 

Consequently, after nightfall, 
many squat where they are and 
bundle up next to each other, cov- 
ering themselves with a blanket— 
if they have one. 

Under one big truck I counted 
11 refugees. Two children nibbled 
at a raw turnip. A rat ran along 
the ditch beside the truck. Every- 
one in the group shivered from 
the damp cold. 

Next door to the main mess hall 
in downtown Pusan, by the rail- 
way station, three youngsters with 
muddy faces, torn clothing and 
bare feet stood together. They 
apparently were homeless and 
alone—a typical plight. 

Poverty was extreme in Pusan 
even before surprise military de- 
velopments resulted in the huge 
influx of refugees. 

As the Communist armies push 
southward, refugees are continu- 
ing to pour into the Pusan area

PRAGUE, Jan. 9 (UP)-—Mar- 
shal Ivan Konev, commander-in- 
chief of Russian ground forces, 
has arrived in Czechoslovakia near 
the German-Czech frontier and is 
directing stepped-up operations

Konev is believed to have es- 
tablished military headquarters at 
55 
miles northwest of Prague. At 
least 1000 high-ranking Soviet of- 
ficers who have been appointed 

“advisers” to the Czech army are 
with him. 

Reliable sources said the move 

gave Konev a post similar in all 
but name to that of Soviet Mar- 
shal Konstantin Rokossovsky, who 
became Poland’s defense minister 
in 1949. 
Konev, who led Soviet forces 
into Slovakia and Moravia in 
World War II, is considered one 
of Russia's best commanders by 
Western military men. He once 
served on the Allied Control Com- 
mission for Austria. 

Rumors that Konev was in 
Czechoslovakia have been cur- 
rent for some time, but his pres- 
ence was established definitely 
only recently. His arrival coin- 
cided with these moves by the 
Czech forces: 

1. Construction of tank barri- 
eades with heavy logs and boul- 
ders on frontier roads. 

2. Troop. movements and civili-

4. A drive to “Sovietize” and

“I knew Ellen a year before we 
were married at Frankfort when 
we both were employed as civilian 
workers for the Army in Ger- 
many,” the 42-year-old, German- 
born American war veteran said. 
“I know the suspicious are ridicu- 
lous and so does everyone who 
ever worked with her, including 
her superiors. ® 

“Their comment on the case, 
when they learn the details, is: 
Ellen Kanuff? Of all people!’ As 
a matter of fact, it was her com- 
manding officers who suggested 
she obtain citizenship under the 
war brides act so they would not 
have to discharge her when no- 
tice came that “Allied Civilians” 
would not have their jobs re- 
newed. 

“It had not even occurred to us 
to make the move as I was un- 
aware she would be able to ob- 
tain citizenship in that manner.

Leaders of the Unitarian 
Church have expressed strong 
criticism of the action of Alton’s 
First Unitarian Church in dis- 
missing its pastor, the Rev. Dr.

William H. Newberry, president 
of the congregation, related that 
the ministers’ association wanted 
the Alton church to abolish the 
practice of electing a minister 
each year. This was done at Sun- 
day’s meeting. 

The ministers’ association, in 
its letter, also asked that the Al- 
ton church pastor not be required 
to sign a pledge saying he would 
take no public stand on a com- 
munity problem without approval 
of his church board. The congre- 
gation passed a resolution, New- 
berry related, saying it intended 
that the by-laws should be inter-

Ten months ago, she said, Lewis 
got a job with a big advertising 
firm at $6000 a year. 

“He brought home money, 
botght me a fur piece, got a new 
automobile and television set and 
said he was getting big bonuses,” 
she said. 

At race tracks, she said, her 
husband bet $30,000 on one race 
and $12,000 on another. 

They left New York Nov. 14, 
with Lewis saying he had to go 
south on business, Ms. Lewis ex- 
plained. . 

In Houston, she said, they rent- 
ed the large home, bought $4000 
in furniture, a new automobile 
and a new convertible and more 
than $1000 in jewelry.

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49 CARS OF FROZEN IRON ORE 
| THAWED BY ENGINE STEAM! 


CHICAGO, Jan. 9 (AP)—The 
first big winter rail shipment of 
iron ore to Chicago was thawed 
yesterday for feeding to steel mill 
hearths. 

Forty-nine. carloads of frozen 
ore from the Mesabi range in 
northern Minnesota were deliv- 
ered in Chicago Jan. 2 for an 
experiment in railroad movement 
of ore in winter when Great 
Lakes navigation is closed. 

The ore, loaded in sub-zero 
temperatures, was thawed through 
the use of steam supplied by 
locomotives. The steam passed 
through lengths of perforated 
steel pipe which were inserted 
in holes in the ore cars. As the 
steam escaped through the per- 
forated pipe, the ore thawed.

Control by Housewife 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Housewives can do more to hold 
prices in line than a whole army of 
investigators from OPA or a similar 
agency. They complain of high meat 
prices, but continue to buy beef, the 

est meat of all on today’s market, 


with undiminished delight. A quick 


check of the price tags at any retail 
meat counter will prove that beef, cut 
for cut, is 25 per cent to 40 per cent 
higher than pork and poultry. 


Great quantities of pork and poultry 
are being sold, of course, but the flight 
to these meats has not been marked 
enough to take the pressure off beef 
and standardize or reduce its price. 


The housewife ought to be reminded 
constantly that the beef supply is in- 
flexible. It takes two years to breed, 
graze and fatten steers for slaughter. 
Livestock producers are unable to pre- 
dict conditions that far ahead and so 
do not act in response to a present high 
demand as readily as they certainly 
would if the time span from pasture to 
killing pen were shorter. 


The meat industry is “on the spot“ 
from producer to retailer, because beef 
prices are high. The call for controls 

“grows louder. Yet the Government is 
not ready to impose or enforce controls. 
and is understandably reluctant to un- 
dertake, with its present tiny staff, a 
job at which a much larger staff failed 
miserably during World War II. Volun- 
tary controls would not have the slight- 
est effect in the meat industry, as every- 
body connected with it will candidly 
admit. 

Until the machinery for controls is 
set up, if controls there must be, the 
housewife can do much to help better 
the situation by declaring a personal 
boycott on beef and spending her own 
meat allowance for pork and poultry. 
Her money will go farther and she will 
be doing much to avert controls. Why 
should she want controls as long as 
there is another way? 7

Without mentioning names, the President took 
notice of recent appeals by former President 
Hoover, Senator Taft and ex-Ambassador Ken- 
nedy which would seriously divide the country 
and confuse the people in determining the means 
by which the great bldck shape of world Com- 
munism can be turned back. 

He asked the sincere but ill-advised critic to 
“weigh his words and his deeds.” He asked the 
politician to “put country ahead of party.” He 
asked those who are ambitious to think of the 
interests of free peoples before “our own per- 
sonal interests.” 

The reply to any Americans who would with- 
draw to our own shores and hope to survive 
was clear and strong and persuasive. First, that 
would be a craven surrender of our own ideals. 
Second, it would be a disastrous retreat from 
the community of free nations. Loss of Europe 
to Communism would double the Soviet’s supply 
of coal, triple its steel, give Russia uranium we 
need, vastly enlarge the manpower which Com- 
munism could draft against us. 

Mr. Truman also replied to those who fear 
that our Allies in Europe are not doing their 
fair share in preparing the common defense. He 
told. what they are doing and while it is not 
enough, neither is what the United States is 
doing now enough either. Thus, he called for 
increased military and economic aid for our 
partners in the stand against dictatorship and 
he listed hard, unpleasant, necessary obligations 
ahead of us.

These are effective proposals, and both the 
St. Louis Bar Association’s Criminal Justice 
Committee and the St. Louis Crime Commission 
support them in principle. It is time St. Louis 
quit mulling over the deficiencies of its system 
of criminal justice and went to work to improve 
them. The Reed-Rubin report should be prod 
enough.

Changes in state strength in the House 
of Representatives as a result of the 1950 
census are soon to be given Congress by 
President Truman. The changes will ap- 
ply to the House elections in 1952. Inas- 
much as the electoral votes of each state 
are the sum of its House and Senate seats, 
the vote for President in 1952 could be 
affected. . 

Bills have.been or will be introduced— 
by Representatives from certain states due 
to lose House seats—to increase the House 
membership to 450 from the present 435. 
The purpose is to prevent any state from 
losing a seat in the House. These bills 
would have a better chance if new legisla- 
tion were needed on reapportionment. 

However, acts of 1929 and 1941 make 
reapportionment automatic. Hence these 
bills for a new basis of apportioning House 
seats have little chance—especially since 
39 states are not scheduled to lose in 
seats and since the House leaders of both 
parties are agreed that any increase 
in House membership would make the 
House even more unwieldy. 

The first House consisted of 65 members, 
as prescribed by the Constitution. In 1790 
the number was increased by almost two- 
thirds, to 106. In 1840 the membership 
was decreased by 10 seats, from 242 to 232. 


The present membership of 435 was fixed. 


in 1910. , 

In 1920 Congress disregarded the Con- 
stitutional requirement that the House 
seats be changed in accord with each de- 
cennial census of population. It was ar- 


gued that the census of 1920 had been 


taken while the population of industrial 
states was still swollen by men and women 
who had left the rural states for war jobs. 

The real reason was probably pressure 
from the Prohibition forces—reapportion- 
ment would have meant a net gain of seats 
for states in which sentiment for Prohi- 
bition was supposed to be weak. 


There was one Representative for every 
33,000 persons in 1790, one for every 127, 
000 at the outbreak of the Civil War. 
There was one for every 212,000 persons 
when the House membership was fixed at 
the present number of 435. 


Wnder the new reapportionment there 
will be one Representative for every 346.,- 
000 persons in the 1950 population. (These 
figures do not allow for the facts that 
three states have less than 346,000 inhabit- 
ants and that the District of Columbia, 
with a population of 792,000 in 1940, is 
unrepresented in the House.) 


Gains in House seats from the new ap- 
portionment are to be: California, 7; Flor- 
ida, 2; Maryland, Michigan, Texas, Virginia, 
Washington, 1 each. Losses: Pennsylvania, 
3; Missouri, New York, Oklahoma, 2 each; 
Arkansas, Illinois, Kentucky, Mississippi, 
Tennessee, 1 each. 


That works. out to a net gain of three 
seats (and three electoral votes) for the 
Democrats on the basis of the 1948 presi- 
dential election results. The gain would 
be even greater if population figures are 
followed in re-drawing congressional dis- 
tricts as a result of the reapportionment— 
greater representation would go to cities, 
where in general the Democrats are strong- 
er than in rural areas. However, nothing 
compels .a state legislature to re-district 
by population. 


Only 18 states have their present Con- 
gressional districts more or less similar 
in population (1940 census). Within 24 
states (six states have only Representa- 
tives at large) districts are grossly unequal 
in population. In Ohio, the most populous 
district has more than four times the in- 
habitants of the least populous; in South 
Dakota, more than 3 times; in 11 other 
states (including Missouri) over twice as 
many; in 11 others at least 50 per cent 
more,

The condescension of the 
visitor and the efforts of her 
hosts to combine a suitable defer- 
ence with a proper pride in their 
own abilities provoked a variety 
of humorous situations, all capa- 
ble of being expressed in panto- 
mime and of being developed 
decoratively in the general lan- 
guage of the dance.

Danger From Circulating Air 

Introduction of biological war- 
fare agents through the air, 
whether into air-circulating sys- 
tems of strategic buildings or into 
the general #tmosphere, could re- 
sult in contamination of exposed 
surfaces, such as personnel, fur- 
niture, walls, floors, vegetation, 
streets and soil. Infectious or tox- 
fc agents which had settled on 
such surfaces might stay active 
for varying periods, and might 
be disturbed from time to time 
by the movement of air, shifting 
of furniture, or the passage of 
persons, vehicles, or animals. 
Such disturbances, causing the 
agents to rise into the atmosphere, 
constitute “secondary aerosols,” 
and, in effect, would create small- 
scale exposures qualitatively sim- 
ilar to those resulting from pri- 
mary attacks. 

The methods for countering 
this type of hazard depend upon 
the specific agents to be dealt 
with. Relatively labile (unstable) 
organisms may be killed by time, 
sunlight, or drying. More stable 
species would require treatment

tion plants, or the loss of power 


for at least a minute, and market 
milk served at central feeding 
places should be boiled under 
health service supervision.

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Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


HE greatest fault of the aver- 
T age Canasta player is that he 
melds too often. At least, that 

is what most people say. 


Then what is the greatest fault 
of the advanced Canasta player? 
Why, he doesn’t meld often 
enough, 


Here’s a minor Canasta trag- 
edy that was played out in a 
game among good players. The 
hand of one of them was: 


At the start of the hand, the 
opponents had needed 120; his 
side had needed 90. Both sides 
had trouble melding, but the op- 
ponents got there first. They 


melded their 120; they took the 


pack a couple of times; they made 
a bunch of melds. 

His partner finally got down 
with joker, deuce, and two tens. 
That was the last melding for his 
side. Both partners, apparently, 
hung on to their remaining cards 
in the hope of getting the pack. 
Or at least, neither of them had 
melds that he thought worth 
making. 

Finally an opponent saw a 
chance to pass the 5000 mark and 
went out, leaving the unfortunate 
player with the cards shown 


showed his cards, he proved to 
have a deuce, two queens, and a 
nine, in addition to a pair of 
eights and an odd card. 


In other words, the combined 
hands of the partnership were 
practically in a position to go out. 
Between them they had five 
queens and feur nines and three 
wild cards, besides a couple of 
pairs, If the hand shown had put 
down its melds, the partner could 
have added to them, a canasta 
could have been quickly complet- 
ed, and no doubt one or more 
cards that they had drawn in the 
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hot. 
Rice With Nuts. 

For four cups of boiled rice, 
allow one-half cup butter and one 
cup salted or unsalted nuts.

Combine with 
fruit and nuts, and add the crack- 
er crumbs. Combine beaten eggs, 
molasses and coffee. Add dry in- 
gredients all at once and mix 
well, Stir in melted shortening. 


Pour into a well greased one 
and one-half quart mold and bake 
in slow oven (325 degrees Fahren- 
heit) one hour. Cover with paper 


during .the last portion of cook-.

Turn out of mold and 
serve with a sauce. Yield: 10 to

At the age of 35 he 
is back in high school, taking up 
where he left off in the spring 
of 1931, to complete the educa- 
tion that was interrupted then. 
Now he is Robert G. Storm, 
mayor of the town (population 
500) married, towering above his 
schoolmates, but they call him 
Bob and he is one of them. 


The other time, after finishing 
grade school, Bob entered high 
school in September 1929, but 
hard times came that winter with 
the depression and he quit his 
studies in the early spring to go 
to work.

Then, when he was 28, 
war came and he was in it for 
two and a half years, two of 
them overseas. 

Back from the war he was a 
fireman again for three years, 


making eight years in all. He 
would have gone on but an illness 
necessitated an operation. The 
doctors said it was partly the 
hard work and the jolting of the 
engine and advised him to do 
something else for a living. The 
railroad gave him lighter work 
as station agent and he bought 
a filling station, which he ran 
for 22 months, selling it last 
September. 

In the spring of 1949 an elec- 
tion was coming up. Between 
trains down at the station a group 
of men, mostly veterans, sat 
around one day and talked things 
over with particular reference to 
the approaching election. The 
question was who would make 
the best mayor. Several were men- 
tioned but it was decided that for 
one reason or another none of 
them would do. Oscar (Doc)

What's the matter with Bob 
Storm?” he wanted to know. 
“He’d make us a good mayor.” 

The others agreed that it wasn’t 
a bad idea. Bob was asked if he 
would run and said well, he might, 
but what would he run on? The 
Citizens’ party and the People’s 
party would have their candidates 
and neither would be likely to 
accept him for the head of the 
ticket. 

“All right,” said Doc Thomp- 
son, “we'll start a party of our 
own. We'll call it the Veterans’ 
party.” No sooner said than done. 
The Veterans’ party was as good 
as born right then and there, with 
Bob Storm as its standard bearer. 
For city clerk they named Ken- 
neth Petitt, who had been serv-

In the race for mayor, Storm 
was running against R. W. Foster, 
People’s party, and Thomas Par- 
nell, Citizens’ party. The Veter- 
ans’ party was triumphant, Storm 
getting 141 votes against 91 for 
Foster and 20 for Parnell. The 
men elected on the ticket, with 
three holdover aldermen, Edward 
King, C. J. Tupper and LeRoy 
Minton, are now running the 
town, with Storm having four 
years to serve.

E have a friend and he has 
W a house with a basement. 

The basement is Known as a 
“dry basement” because for 99 
days out of every 100 it is nice 
and dry. But every few years 
somethting sort of happens and 
water starts coming in—lots of 
water. 

Now it might be possible to 
waterproof this basement if there 
‘was enough money around, but 
waterproofing a basement after it 
has been built is uphill work. Our 
friend’s best bet is an item called 
a sump pump. This is an elec- 
trically operated water pump 


which is installed in the base- 


ment. It can either be set on the 
floor or in a pit at a low point in 
the floor. When the water level 
starts to rise the pump starts 
pumping and the water is pumped 
outdoors. When all the water is 
outside, the pump shuts off and 
sits waiting for the next flood. 

Needless to say, just installing 
the pump is no insurance that 
the basement isn’t going to be- 
come damp. But the pump will 
prevent water rising in the base- 
ment and damaging such items as 
heating equipment and anything 
else of value that might be stored 
in the basement. 

You can get a sump pump at 
most any plumbing and hardware 
store and if you happen to have 
one of these “dry basements”
